Assuming the correctness of these figures, 
it will be seen that om the face of the re- 
turns the highest Elector on the Democratic 
ticket leads the highest Republican 5,303 
votes. While the votes for the Democratic 
Electors vary, the greatest difference does 
not exceed 370 votes; but the variance be- 
tween the vote for the Republican Electors is 
enormous. Wichern (Democrat) leads 
Brewster (Republican) 10,056 votes. The 
Democrats claim that this vote isan average 
of 1,200 Democratic and 1,000 Republican 
less than the vote contained in the duplicates 
of ‘the election officers. We, however, con- 
fine ourselves to the figures of the returns 
actually before the Board of Canvassers. 

Without reference to the vast variances in 
the vote for the Republican Electors, the re- 
turns from the parishes that are contested 
foot up Hares, 28,516; Tinpzn, 30,112,—a 
Tun majority of 1,596. To reject all 
these contested parishes would have the 
effect of electing all the Trum Electors.

To elect 
the Republican ticket generally would, re- 
quire but the exclusion of precinets giving 
from 5,300 to 7,500 Democratic majority ; 
but this will not elect Burwernn, and, unless 
Brewster be elected, Wicxetirrz, the Demo- 
crat, will be, and Tuipen will have the ene 
vote which he needs to elect him President. 
We give these figures as we find them, and 
we leave to our readers the duty of judging 
of them in the light of the report which is 
to be made within a few hours by the Can- 
vassing Board in session at New Orleans. 
The explanation of the reduced vote ef 
Brewster is that one of the State Senators, 
who had become an enemy of the Republic- 
an party, had tickets printed with the names 
of several of the Republican Electors omit- 
ted, and that Baewsrzr suffered more than 
the others. This explanation, however suffl- 
cient; does not remedy the misfortune, or 
change the fact that Mr. Baewsrze runs sev- 
éral thousand votes behind his associates, 
and that it will require the exclusion of 5,000 
more Democratic majority to elect him than 
will have been necessary to elect the others 
on the ticket. 

We are prepared to believe that the Can- 
vassing Board at New Orleans will act fairly 
and honestly, and with due respeet for the 
law; we are prepared to believe that the 
Board will fearlessly reject the vote of every 
precinct where the election was proven to 
have been unfair, dishonest, and fraudulent, 
and that it will count every return where 
such proof is wanting ; and that the Board 
will reach a total upon each side and for 
each candidate without reference to the poli- 
tics of eandidates or the effect upon party 
hopes. Nevertheless, this wide difference 
in the votes for the several Electoral candi- 
dates on the Republican ticket requires that 
the action of the State Board shall be sup- 
ported by ample testimony and the full let- 
ter of the law, and be conspicuously free 
from allcolor or suspicion of having been a 
forced balance-sheet, or strained to reach or 
accomplish a particular end necessary for 
the complete success of either party. 

The Republican party can survive the 
election of Mr. Tr.pex. In such an event it 
would be delivered from many evils that 
have beset it, and four years hence would, 
without difficulty, recover control from the 
broken and bankrupt Democratic party. But 
the Republican party cannot survive the 
election of a Republican President, should 
the American people, in the light of all the 
facts, come to the conclusion that such an 
election was dishonestly secured ; that it was 
a matter of arithmetic,—a forcible reduction 
ef the vote on one side to whatever number 
may be required to let the other side have 
the Electoral delegation. We do not antici- 
pate any such action by the Louisiana Re- 
turning Board, and will therefore refrain 
from referring to the disasters to the party 
that would follow in its train. 


IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 

There was one incident in the South Caro- 
lina contest which Taz Tarun carefully re- 
frained from commenting upon until it 
should become clear just how it happened. 
We refer to the alleged interference by Gen. 
Rueza, with the troops under his command, 
in the seating of members of the Legislature. 
It was stated that on the day when the 

convened @ file of soldiers was 
stationed at the door of the State-House, with 
instructions to admit no persens except those 
with a pass from a man named Dunn. 
From this it was assumed that the soldiers 
were being employed, under express orders 
from Washington, to discriminate between 
the Supreme Court and Returning Board, 
and to determine in effect which claimants 
should take their seats and which should not. 
Upon this assumption Gen. Gorpon and 
Wan Hampton addressed a letter to Gen. 
Rucer, in which they accused him of 
having broken faith with them, and 
arraigned the General Government on 
a charge of high-handed despotism. The 
Democratic newspapers joined in this out- 
cry, and pointed to the occurrence as an in- 
stance of President Grant’s determination 
to bully the Legislature of South Carolina as 
Ona I. of England endeavored to bully 
Parliament, with eventual disaster to him- 
self. Many Republican newspapers even 
have been betrayed into an acceptance of 
the statement of the case for the facts, and 
on that basis have criticised Gen. Ruarr and 
the Administration, which they supposed te 
be backing Ruda. It would have been 
better to await the actual facts of the matter, 
as Tue Tarsvunz has done. 

It now turns out that the use of the sol- 
diers in the way described was simply a 
blunder, for which no ene of any account 
can be held responsible. They were not thus 
employed by command of the President, nor 
of the Cabinet, nor of the Secretary of War, 
nor of the General of the Army, nor even of 
Gen. Ruazr, who is in command of the 
troops at Columbia. Here is Gen. Rucznr’s 
plain and satisfactory statement of the way 
the thing came about : 


It came about that for the time soldiers were 
placed on either side of the door of the entrance to 
the Hall of Representatives under the following 
circumstances: A person at the door of the 
House, and who claimed the authority to examine 
the certificates of those claiming to be members 
prior te their admission to the hal), but who, I 
think, had no legal authority for so doing, applied 
to the officer in command ef the troops placed in 
the corridor for the preservation of the peace for 
assistance, on the ground that he was being press- 
ed upon and couldn't perform his duty. The sol- 
diers were placed as stated. As soon as I was fully 
informed of the circumetances I ordered the sol- 
diers withdrawn, as I had previously informed 
Gov. CaamBERLAIN I should confine my action to 
the preservation of the peace, and should do noth- 
ing with reference to keeping the doors of the 
rooms of meeting of the Houses, or the ms 
themselves, unless it became necessary beca of 
the breach of the peace which the civil officers of 
the House shouid be unable to restore. 


All the rage that has grown out of this 
blunder will have to be expended, then, on 
the Corporal or, at best, the Captain who 
made it. We are glad that this is the truth 
of the matter. The action was of a nature 
that could not have been approved, no mat- 
ter how high an authority had ordered it, 
and Tux Trisuxe was silent only because it 
had faith that it had never been ordered 
from Washington. Gen. Ron seems fully 
to understand his duty in the premises. His 
troops are there not to seat or unseat legis- 
lators, nor in any way to intervene between 
factions contending peacefully and 
to the forms of law, but at the invitation of 
the Governor of the State, as provided by 


the Gonstitution of the United States, to as- 


sist in the maintenance of peace. There is 
no danger of Gen. Ruczn’s interfering except 
to keep the two factions from murdering 
each other, or to enforte the law when the 
State authorities are unable to do so. 


THE COOK COUNTY COURTS. 

If the Cook County delegation to the Leg- 
islature can be induced to follow the advice 
of Tae Tumor and go to Springfield with a 
preconcerted plan of action, so far as the 
necessities and interests of Cook County are 
concerned, there is one matter which should 
take a conspicuous place in their programme. 
We refer to the necessity for an increase in 
the number of our local Judges. There is 
little doubt that Cook County is now entitled 
to two additional Judges under the constitu- 
tional provision. In framing the Constitu- 
tion Cook County was made an independent 
judicial circuit, with five Circuit Judges, and 
three Judges known as the Superior Court, 
but having the same jurisdiction as the Cir- 
cuit Court. It was further provided, how- 
ever, that The General Assembly may in- 
crease the number of said Judges by adding 
to either of said courts for every additional 
50,000 inhabitants of said county over and 
above a population of 400,000.” It is the 
duty of the Legislature now to give this 
county the benefit of the provision to the 
extent we are entitled to it. a 

It will ‘not be necessary, as we conceive it, 
to make a special census to ascertain the 
population of Cook County for this purpose. 
There is nothing in the Constitution requir- 
ing this, and any fair way of ascertaining the 
population will suffice to warrant the Legis- 
lature in giving the county its proper quota 
of courts. The last school census taken by 
the city some months ago showed the popu- 
lation of Chicago to be 407,000, and it is not 
probably less than 415,000 now. But there 
were 14,000 votes at the recent election in 
those parts of Cook County lying outside the 
city limits. Estimating the population out- 
side of the city limits to be 6} to every voter, 
which was the proportion inside the city lim- 
its, this would give Cook County outside of 
the city 91,000 population, which, added to 
the 415,000 in the city, would make the total 
population of the county 506,000. This 
would entitle us to two more Judges, one of 
whom might be attached to the Superior, 
and the other to the Circuit, Court. For 
the purpose of the legislation necessary to 
secure these additional Judges, we should 
think the population might be ascertained 
by aggregating the school census of the city 
with the census taken for the school districts 
outside the city. 

Everyone at all familiar with the business 
of the Cook County courts will agree that 
there is an imperative necessity for this in- 
crease to facilitate the business in keeping 
with justice to the litigants. The court dock- 
ets are crowded to such an extent as 
te occasion not merély incpnvenienc, 
but serious loss. It is to be hoped 
that, some day not far distant, there will be 
a scheme of law reform which will practical- 
ly prevent the clogging of the court dockets 
with cases of minor im suggested 
by petty spite or to secuse@Play, but mean- 
while it is obviously unjust that dona fide 
and meritorious litigants should be punished 
for lack ‘of p court facilities. There is 
no reason in the world why there should be 
any objection by the rest of the State to the 
increase of Cook County Judges. The 
State only pays these Judges the same salary 
paid the country Judges, and Chicago pays 
fully one-third of that; all additional salary 
is paid by Cook County alone. There is no 
exaggeration in saying that one-half of the en- 
tire litigation of the State or iginates in Cook 
County, and the great commercial importance 
of this city, which largely produces it, is of 
equal concern in this regard with the balance 
of the State. Itis to the common interest 
of all the people of the State that Chicago 
and its business he properly protected, and 
quick relief in the courts is one of the 
essentials to that end. The Cook County 
delegation ought to go to Springfield with a 
project in perfect shape te secure such 
legislation as will give us the two additional 
Judges to which we are clearly entitled. 


THE GAS CONTROVERSY. 

We observe a malicious disposition on the 
part of certain persons and papers to repre- 
sent Taz Turn as having caused the Com- 
mon Council to refuse the offer of the West 
Side Gas Company togfurnish street-light 
through three-feet burners at $2 per 1,000 ; 
whereas the truth is Taz Tau advised 
the Council to accept the proposition. A 
short recital of the facts may not be out of 


So long as the Gas Companies insisted 
upon charging the old price for gas and re- 
taining the five-foot burner, Taz Trisunz 
denounced it as extortion, and advised the 
adoption of any measures deemed legal to 
reduce the expense of lighting the streets. 
The financial condition of the city was such 
that the existing expenditure for gas could 
not be supported; the money was not to be 
had to pay the bills. 

When the Reform Council came into con- 
trol of the City Legislature last May, Tun 
Trisunz pressed on their attention the ob- 
vious necessity of taking active steps to force 
down the price and cost of gas to the Munic- 
ipal Corporation.. A resolution was adopt- 
ed by the Council calling on the Law Depart- 
ment for information as to the existing con- 
tracts with the Gas Companies, and for a legal 
opinion as to whether those contracts, in all 
their rigor and wrongfulness,were binding in 
law on the city until the end of the ten years, 
in 1879. The Law Department presented a 
very strong iegal argument, citing numerous 
cases to show that the Companies could not 
force the city to continue paying exorbitant 
rates. Tur Trisuns, of course, stood by the 
interests of the taxpayers in the controversy. 
The Mayor and Council needed no urging, 
as they were just as anxious to make a large 
retrenchment in the expenditure for gas as 
any of their constituents. 

After many interviews and much talk be- 
tween the Mayor and Gas Committtee on the 
one side, and the representatives of the Gas 
Companies on the other, the South-Side Com- 
pany was induced to offer a reduction of $1 
per 1,000 feet from its contract price of 
$2.50, to light and shut off by the new 
time-card, and to allow a substitution of 
three for the five-foot burners, from a given 
date until next April. Tus Trrpune advised 
the Mayor and Council te accept the offer, 
which they did, without requiring much 
urging, as these were their own terms, 

Shortly after this, Mr. Brutivas also made 
an offer to the Council to throw off $1 per 
1,000 feet from his contract price of $3, to 
light by the new time-table, and to allow the 
five-foot to be changed into three-foot burn- 
ers. 

About that time,—last of September,—the 
bids for lighting the West Side with oil- 
lamps were opened and talked over. Tun 
Turnum made a careful comparison of the 
relative cost of oil by the most i 
bidsand BMA offer of gas at $2, to be

urged the Council in its issue of Oct. 8 to 
accept the offer of the West-Side Gas Com- 
pany until next and in the meantime 
to make some this winter with 
oil for street-lamps. lca Aa 
a “large majority,” rejected 
— offer and Tun Tarsune’s advice, and 
commenced taking steps to light the West 
Division with oil. The Council had fixed 
upon $1.50 per 1,000 as the most they would 
pay Bands, which was only half the con- 
tract price. Whereupon the Gas Company, 
through a foreign stockholder, Comm 
Garnison, of New York, applied to the 
United States Circuit Court for an injunction 
to prevent the substitution of oil or the 
abrogation of the contract. This brings the 
case down to the present juncture of affairs. 
When Judge Daummonp said to the liti- 
gants that the case ought to be arbitrated by 
the parties, and deferred rendering a decis- 
ion for twenty days in order that they might 
compromise their differences, Tu TAU 
again expressed the opinion that BAS 
offer (made the last of September) was u fair 
concession under the circumstances, and 
should be accepted without further conten- 
tion or litigation. We have no better advice 
to give the Mayor and Council than to 
“agree with thine adversary quickly while 
thou art in the way with him.” As to the

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DIVIDING PLUNDER. 

The Paris correspondent of the London 
Times is one of the best-informed writers in 
Europe, and enjoys such special advantages 
for obtaining news that his letters may al- 
most be looked upon as semi-official. In a 
letter dated Nov. 13, commenting upon the 
Ozar’s reply to Lord Braconsr1z.p, he makes 
a statement which, considering the position 
of the writer and his intimate relations with 
French officials, is extremely suggestive, 
although the statement is at best a vague 
hint. He says: 

I do not believe that either England or Russia 
has fixed ideas about this; and in any case a Con- 
ference does not signify anything if it does not 
signify that the mediatory Powers may influence 
the too absolute resolutions of the Powers more or 
less directly concerned. Then op this point also 
it may be hoped that, in spite of the strength of 
their language, neither England nor Russia wish to 
draw the swora for a question submitted to the de- 
cisiog of Europe. It would, then, be necessary, 
in order that a confiict should spring from the Con- 
ference, that the Powers apparently disinterested 
were, on the contrary, the most resolute to em- 
broil the question and impede instead ef labor for 
conciliation. If the whole truth must be told, this 
is reality the inmost conviction of anxious observ- 
ers. This thought every one is possessed with; yet 
no one dares to utter it, asif to speak of a threat 
were provoking a danger. Every one says that 
Austria is being both solicited by Russia and urged 
by Germany to joint action with Rassia. Every- 
body believes that, were Russia to occupy Bulgaria, 
and Austria Herzegovina and Bosnia, the compli- 
cations would be so great that those holding aloof 
from the struggle might seize without obstacle on 
the small countries they covet as indispensable to 
their definitive greatness and complete prosperity. 

Upon this side of the water, to speak of a 
threat with reference to the Russo-Turkish 
complication does not imply a danger, and 
perhaps we can explain clearly what he 
speaks of in enigmas and dark surmisings. 
The programme is undoubtedly somewhat as 
follows: Germany sits quiet and neutral, 
hoping and even consenting that Austria 
shall seize upon Herzegovina and Bosnia, 
and that Russia shall take Bulgaria. This 
being done, these two Powers can go no 
farther, nor lay any obstacle in the way of 
German ambition. Germany then would be 
free to seize upon Holland and a sufficient 
strip of Belgium to obtain Antwerp, which 
has been a coveted treasure ever since the 
reunion, and might wind up by taking Den- 
mark, a large slice of which she has already. 
Who is to stop her? Russia and Austria be- 
ing caught with their hands full of plunder, 
what is to hinder Germany from taking her 
share also? To make good her lost provin- 
ces, Alsace and Lorraine, France would then 
step in and take French Belgium. England 
has long wanted Egypt, and in addition 
would take Greece also, as well as the Turko- 
Grecian Provinces of Epirus and Thessaly, in 
which she is already fomenting msurrec- 
tion with the hope of obtaining a foothold 
south of the Balkans to offset Russia north 
of them. Italy wants a strip of territory on 
the other side of the Adriatic, as well as the 
Province of Tunis on the African coast, and 
has already made her wants known, much to 
Austrian disgruntlement. This is the scheme 
which the London Times correspondent hints 
at; and if there be a war resulting in a par- 
tition of plunder the divide will be very 
nearly as we have indicated.

NEW YORK AND CHICAGO—THE GRAIN 


TRADE. 

The New York Bulletin is trying to make 
out a case against Commodore VaNDERBILT’s 
recent policy of coercing a uniform through 
rate to the seaboard, by comparing the grain 
receipts for thirty weeks of this year, ending 
Oct. 11, with the receipts during the cor- 
responding time in 1873. It shows that 


New York's percentage of the whole trade 


was 58.4 in 1878, and only 46.8 this year, 
while the percentage of trade enjoyed by 
Baltimore and Philadelphia has nearly 
doubled within the same time.. It also shows 
that, notwithstanding this decline in general 
for New York, the business by rail shows an 
increase from 22,600,000 bushels in 1873 to 
34,930,000 this year (during the same period), 
while the canal shipments from Buffalo were 
only 25,350,000 bushels from May 4 to Nov. 
4, 1876, as against 47,840,000 bushels from 
May 15 to Nov. 4, 1878, or eleven 
days’ shorter time. On this state 
of facts it charges that the policy assumed 
by VANDERBILT, professedly in interest 
of New York, is really intended to perma- 
nently cripple the canal trade so as to give 
the railroads the power to control the trade 
and dictate the rates. . 
This argument looks plausible on the show- 
ing, but the omissions when supplied prove 
that it is fallggious. The decline of the 
New York trade began long before Vanpzr- 
nr adopted the present policy, and was 
frightfully accelerated by his pooling with 
the Philadelphia and Baltimore railroads on 
a mileage basis; since he abandoned this 
false basis, the figures show that he has in- 
creased New York's grain trade over 50 per 
cent as compared with the railroad traffic of 
1873. We admit that it would probably be 
better for both Chicago and New York if 
the railroads were doing business at 
rates which would afford them a 
reasonable profit, and give the lake 
trade. life, but it would also be worse 
for both cities if any compromise were made 
whereby the railroad rates would be deter- 
mined by the mileage. The experience with

THE CASE OF FLORIDA. 

At last the result of the election in Florida, 
though not officially announced, remains no 
longer in doubt, and the conflicting claims 


the State may be regarded as settled by the 
facts as finally ascertained. There remains 
little doubt but that frauds were practiced 
upon both sides. But there is just a little 
doubt that the Democratic managers, thanks 
to their characteristic proficiency in the art 
of stealing elections, distanced all com- 
petitors, as from time out of mind Demo- 
cratic managers have uniformly done in con- 


tests of that gort. If the Returning Board is 


to throw out votes on the ground of frauds 
and irregularities, they must begin by reject- 
ing the entire poll of Manatee County, where 
there was no registration, no proclamation of 
election, and no Clerk appointed, but where, 
without notice to anybody, a sort of informal 
ballot was taken, resulting in 286 Democratic 
majority; and that of itself, granting the 
claims of the Democrats as to frauds in Re- 
publican precincts, would give the Electoral 
vote of the State to Harzs. 

With regard to the Alachua cases, as to 
which the Democratic claim was that only 
$16 votes were polled while 531 were re- 
turned, it has been proved by such prepon- 
derance of testimony as would prevail in the 
courts anywhere that the number of votes 
returned was cast, and that the return of 531 
votes, signed by two of the regularly-ap- 
pointed inspectors of election, should be 
accepted as conclusive as against that made 
by a couple of county officers. For the 
rest, the Democratic charges of fraud in 
voting non-registered men and convicts in 
Duval County are offset by the Democratic 
frauds and violence in Jackson County; and 
nothing is clearer than that the at- 
tempt to eliminate all frauds on both 
sides would be a bootless undertak- 
ing. Equally clear, however, is it that, 
were all frauds eliminated, the majority 
for Hayes would be considerably greater 
than upon a count of all the votes actually 
cast. Whether the Returning Board under- 
takes to cast out votes upon charges of fraud 
or whether all the votes actually cast be 
counted, in either event it is no longer 
doubtful that the result must be to give the 
four Electoral votes of Florida to Hares. 
There will, too, be less disposition to question 
the canvass as made by the Returning Board 
when it is known that the charge of carpet- 
bagism cannot be made against it, the two 
Republican members constituting the ma- 
jority of that body being Southerners. Flor- 
ida may therefore be stricken out of the list 
of doubtful States and her four Electoral 
votes added to the Hayzs column, which 
leaves the result of the Presidential election 
to be determined by the vote of Louisiana.

LONG CONTRACTS BINDING CITIES, 

The questions involved jn the gas cass 
which has been on hearing for the last few 
days before Judge Drummonn, of the United 
States Circuit Court, are of great importance 
to every municipal corporation in the coun. 


try. 

The city’s side of the argument, made by 
its Law Department, was in substance as fol- 
lows, leaving out the citation of a multitude 
of authorities and precedents, and freeing it 
as much as possible from technical language: 

In the case of the Mayor of Nashville vs. Rar, 
in the 19th WaLLAcx, p. 475, the Supreme Court 
of the United States says that A municipal cor- 
poration is a subordinate branch of she domestic 
government of the State. It is instituted for pub- 
lic purposes only, and has none of the peculiar 
qualities and charagteristics of a trading corpors- 
tion, instituted for purposes of private gain, except 
that of acting in 4 corporate capacity. Its objects, 
its responsibilities, and its powers are different. 
As a local: governmental institution it exists for 
the benefit of the people within its 
limits. They are investe 1 with public trusts of 8 
governmental and administrative. character; they 
are the local governments of the people, estab- 
lished by them as their representatives in the 
management and administration of municipal af- 
fairs, affecting the peace, good order, and general 
well-being of the community, as a political society 
and district, and invested with power of taxation 
to raise the revenues necessary for those purposes. 
The idea that they have the incidental power to 
issue an unlimited amount of obligations—so as to 
be irretrievably binding on the people—is the out- 
growth of a modern misconception of their true 
object and character.” Here it will be perceived 
that it is held that— : 

1. That municipal corporations are merely sub- 
ordinate branches of the State, and instituted for 
public purpcses only. : 

2. That they exist for the benefit of the people 
within their corporate limits only. ; 

3. That they are invested with public traste of 8 
governmental and administrative character. 

4. That they have not the power to make con- 
tracts of such a character as to be irretrievably 
binding upon the people. 

FB. That they have only the power to raise by tax- 
ation such revenues as are necessary to carry out 
the purposes of their creation. 

It will be seen in a moment that if they are in- 
vested with governmental powers that these pow- 
ers cannot be bartered away by any of its agents, 
but must be held in reserve, to be exercised again 
and again as the public exigencies

MR. WOODBRIDGE CONCLUDES. 
Judge Williams was down in good time yes-

| terday morning to hear the closing argument of 


Mr. Woodbridge in the Sexton injunction case. 
The audience was small, consisting only of Sid 
Smith, three or four other lawyers, and three re- 
porters. 

Mr. Woodbridge, after going over the main 
points in his Friday’s argument, contended that 
the proper construction to be put on the County 
Board’s reserved right to reject any and all bids 
was, that if their judgments disproved the bid 
because of the lack of fitness in the bidder in 
any respect, then they micht reject it. It 
might also have meant that they might reject 
bids without assigning a reason, but 
it did not mean that they could 
decide that any particular bidder was the best 
bidder because he was the lowest responsible, 
competent bidder, and then have the option of 
rejecting . If anything else was meant by 
this reservation it was simply perpetrat * 
fraud upon the publie and the bidders. The 
complainant the lowest bidder, and the 
Board knowing it, the public had a right to sa 
that the bid should be awarded to complainan 
and the latter had a correlative right to say he 
should receive the compensation.

THE COUNTY BOARD ON SALARIES. 

The action of the County Board yesterday in 
increasing the salary of County-Attorney Roun- 
tree from $6,000 to $7,000, and abolishing the 
office of Assistant State’s Attorney, was the 
subject of general remark. It met the approval 
of no one, unless it was Rountree himself, the 
only party benefited by the action. 80 far as 
he is concerned, however, the action is easy of 
explanation, for his services as assistant clerk 
to the Committees for two years, as the writer 
of all resolutions to be laid before the Board, 
and as the private attorney of the Commission- 
ers and the adviscr for. the coalition, entailed 
more labor than he had calculated upon when 
entering the office, and all he had 
to do was to complain, which be 
has done. His former complaint of a 

ear ago brought him an increase of salary of 
21.000 and his subsequent com ts up toa 
recent date have kept him a clerk at a salary of 
$4 per day and given him other assistance when 
he wanted it. His complaint yesterday gave 
him an increase of another $1, making his 
salary equal to that of State’s Attorney, Sheriff, 
and all the Judges of the Courts. The facts 
are, Mr. Rountree fixed his own salary, as he 
fixes everything else he wants to in the Board, 
and nothing but his innate modesty has kept 
the ficures as low asthey are. At least, all the 
salaries were fixed in his office in paves, and in 
his presence, andif he did not make some 
suggestions or deliversome “opinions,” he is 
not in private what be has the reputation of 
being in public. 

The action in abolishing the office of Assistant 
State’s Attorney is believed to be founded on 
several reasons. A year ago, it will be remem- 
bered, the same County Board felt the necessity 
of such an officer so sensibly as to increase the 
salary $500. The minority in the Board fought 
the proposition to ipcrease, but to no avail, for 
they were met with the argument that the of- 
fice was a laborious one, and no one fitted for 
its duties would accept it without an increase 
of salary. But the opinion of the majority has 
since undergone a radical c e, it appears, 
Why? Can it be that the Assistant State’s As- 
torney has been found to bein the way of the 
Board in the Grand- Jury room, a discov-

Genius may be lying around in loose profusion, 


and enough of it to fill all the cracks and cran- 


nies in literature; but alas! iu has not the where- 
withal in the shape of titular nobility to create 
characters and form plots of thrilling interest 
to enchain the hearts of the reading public. 

Lau it about time for somebody to take up 
the cudgel of common sense in behalf of society 
and fiction? It is impossible in the brief limits 
of this article to discuss the subject. Itis only 
intended here to cast out a hint or two; and, to 
slightly modify the old verse, 

A hint’s a hint, ä 
Although there's nothing in't. 

For instance, it might be hinted that the best 
characterizations in ali literature are drawn 
from tle lower ranks of life. It is unnecessary 
to cal! up the host of orphans, appfentices, 
foundlings, pawnbrokers, thieves, and low vil- 
lains generally. who figure in the populous nov- 
els of Dickens. George Eliot’s best work is 
“The Mill on the Floss.“ Fielding, who fur- 

‘pished Dickens with his first inspiration, 
abounded in serving-men, ignorant country- 
men, and still more ignorant parsons. Eugene 
Sue and Hugo opened the sewers of Parisian 
depravity to the worla. The interest in nearly 

one of the stories in the Decameron de- 

— upon a simpleton or a knave. Cervantes 
created a Sancho Panza. The influence of meta- 
physics is shown in German literature by pre- 
senting a peasant to the reader in the guise of a 

illosopher or a dreamer, while the best of the 
tales depict the rude lifeof the serfs 
in the wilderness of the steppes.

New York Tribune. 

The present styles in stationery follow En- 
glish models. The paper and envelopes used 
for letters and notes are thick and substantial 
in preference to flimsy thin papers; if any orna- 
mentation is used it is very slight, and the 
formula of invitation is simple English, instead 
ef those wordy protestations interlarded with 
French phrases formerly in vogue. The heavy 
English and American papers may be either 
rough-finished or have asmooth surface; the 
former kind is called by dealers “‘ cold-pressed,” 
and the latter “‘hot-pressed.”” Cream-white 


and grayish tints just off white are 
preferred to chalk-white er dlue-tinted 
papers. The shapes are medium and 


long sheets smaller than commercial note 
paper, and are known as ladies’ letter-sizes and 
note-sheets. They open in the old-fashioned 
way, asthe leaves of a book open, instead of 
being turned back from the end, and are much 
longer than their width, se that when folded 
once they fit the envelopes, which are of 
medium-size and square shape, er else longer 
than they are broad, The fancy for purple and 
blue ink has passed away, and black is used 
again. The small, round hand-writing of copy- 
book and the indistinct running hand have had 
their day; the caprice now is for imitating the 
large, angular writing of Englishwomen, and 
this, it is said, is taught in fashionable board- 
ing-schools. A simple and artistic monogram, 
or else a single initial, is placed in the left-hand 
corner at the top of the page. The newest 
monograms are in blended colors, such 
as silver, gold, or bronze, illuminated 
with cardinal or dark Pompeiian red, er 
Sevres blue, or perhaps violet. The oddest 
combinations are made up of graceful script 
letters of the stately old English capitals, of 
grotesque dragon letters, of Japanese charac- 
ters, and various others, some of which are as 
puzzling as Sanskrit.

AT HOME. 
THE OPERA. 

In all respects the performance of “ Lucia” 
on Friday evening was the best and most ef- 
fective the Kellogg Troupe has given this season. 
The cast was a very strong one, including Miss 
Kellogg, Miss Lancaster, and Messrs. Maas, 
Carleton, Conly, and Turner, and the chorus 
was specially spirited and well up to its work. 
Lucia, as is well known. is one of Miss Kellogg's 
best parts, and one which she always sings with 
great fervor and artistic finish, but it is rare 
that she bas had such excellent artists in the 
cast before, so that the ensemble was more than 
usually complete. We need not go into any de- 
tails as to Miss Kellogg’s success in Lucia. That 
would be but a repetition of what we have 
written over and over again. There is but one 
number in fact that we need notice, and that 
is the Sextette.- All before this number 
is simply a gradual working up to it in solos 
and duets,and all after it is concentrated 
misery. The Sextette is the culmination of the 
work, and it has rarely mustered better voices 
than sang it on this occasion. Soloists, chorus, 
and orchestra worked harmoniously together, 
and the effect was superb. It was followed by 
a most enthusiastic as well as irresistible de- 
mand for an encore, which was granted. Mr. 
Maas deserves special credit for his maguificent 
singing in this scene and for his unusual dis- 
play of dramatic ability. In his delivery of the 
Curse he broke through his conventional cold- 
ness and astonished the audience with a mag- 
nificent burst of passsion and fury, and in the 
last act was more than usually spirited. Mr. 
Conly’s splendid voice also added greatly to 
the effect of the number and throughout the 
whole work, although his part is a small one, 
his singing was something better than we have 
heard irom any basso bere since Henri Dray- 
ton’s time. In fact, the mantle of that great 
artist seems to have fallen upon Mr. Conly’s 
shoulders. He is one of the very tew genuine 
bassos that have appeared here, and is destined 
to make a great name in the musical worid. In 
another respect, the performance was greatly 
helped by the cast of that excellent tenor, Mr. 
Turner, in the minor role of Arthur, which tor 
the first time has really been sung in this city. 
The success of the Sextette was paralleled by 
the success ot the whole performance, and the 
audience recognized it by calling the artists be- 
fore the curtain at the end oi each act. The 
season closed yesterday aiternoon with the 
production of the “North Star,” of 
which we need say nothing, as the cast 
and perfurmance were identical with those of 
week baore last. The season as a whole has 
been thoroughly enjoyable, and is in decided con- 
trast with that which Mr. Strakosch gave us afew 
weeks since.

ABROAD. 
A LETTER OF RICHARD WAGNER. 
From the Brussels Musical Guide, Oct. 19. 

Paul Lindau,in the Gegenwort (a literary re- 
view which appears in Berlin), publishes a letter 
of Richard Wagner, addressed to Edward Hans- 
lick, the eminent critic of the Neue Freie Press 
of Vienna. This letteris dated 1845. Wagner 
was then conductor of the orchestraof the 
Dresden Opera. Mr. Hanslick was at the same 
time only a simple law student, but already oc- 
cupied himself with musical criticism. Having 
heard the Tannhauser,“ in Dresden, he pub- 
lished on this subject an article which was much 
noticed, and in which, though fully recognizing 
the great value of the work, he criticised the 
abuse of the chord of the seventh diminution, and 
felt impelled to say that the music plaved in 
general in the new lyrical drama a more or less 
secondary role. Wagner responded by letter. 
It is a very intergsting document to add to the 
pages in which we trace the struggles which he 


had to sustain in himself before finding his way, 
and we behold the doubts which besieged 
that mighty intelligence amid its profound and 
noble aspirations toward a high artistic 
ideal. Mr. Lindau recalls, apropos of the let- 
ter, that Mr. Hanslick was present at the repre- 
sentation of Tannhauser in company with 
Robert Schumann. The latter, on leaving the 
theatre, is reported to have said: The work is 
full of beautiful things, but is uneven. Ah! if 
Wagner had only as much melodious invention 
as dramatic fire!’’ These details do not seem 
to us authentic. At that time Schumann was 
not very demonstrative. Afterwards he did not 
see Tannhauser again until 1847, and his 
opinion of Wagner he then expressed in terms 
quite otherwise characterized than that ascribed 
to him by Mr. Lindau. In the notes left by 
Secaumann on the principal works in the reper- 
toire of the Dresden opera during his sojourn 
there in 1847 We read to this effect: 

‘* Tannhauser,”’ of Richard Wagner (Aug. 7. 
1847). An opera of which it is impossible to speak 
in so few words Incontestibly there is in it the 
whisper of genius. If Wagner were a musician as 
melodious as spiri/uel, he would be the man of the 
hour. There might be much more said of this op- 
era; the work is of great merit. I will come to that 
perhaps some day. 

The exclamation reported by Mr. Lindau has 
very much the sound of being but an echo, in- 
complete and disfigured, of this little note, so 

ous, notwithstanding its brevity. Schu- 
mann unfortunately wrote not afterwards 
of the Tannhauser. This much being said, here 
is the translation of the letter: 


Accept, my dear Mr. Hanslick, all my tnanks for 
your criticiem; it reached me this morning, the 
day of the new year. I rejoice so much the more 
at your so full and developed appreciation of my 
‘* Taunhaaser, ” because I cannot be deluding my- 
self as to the impression which my work has left 
upon you. Do you wish me to say what I felt on 
reading your a@rticie? To tell you truly, I read it 
with anxiety. When I read a criticism, whether of 
culogy or blame, on one of my works, it seems to me 
always that the writer penetrates into my breast. 
1 cannot prevent a sort of original pndicity which 
makes my soul like my body. The execution of 
one of my works before the public is for me a strug- 
gle which interhally throws me into an indefinable 
superexcitement, and so keen that, at a time when 
] was not feeling sumciently strong to surmount it, 
I have more than once tto prevent the rep- 
resentation when the day for it was already fixed. 
lam, nevertheless, convinced that, for the artist, 
criticism is much more 7 than enlogy. The 
artist whom blame annihilates is worthy that death; 
only he whom criticism teaches to correct himself 
has reaily the right force in him; it is not the less 
quite natural that criticiem or eulogy should vivid- 
ly impress the artist to whom nature has given al- 
ready the energetic stimulant of passion. 

I cannot flatter myself to have, by my music, 
consigned my poem to the second place; but it is 
not true that I wish my poem to overrule my music. 
I cannot conceive of a poctical subject which is 
not, before all, musical; my Sangerkrieg. if it is 
possible that the poetical sentiment predominates, 
is not the less, in my inmost thought, inseparabie 
from a musical element. But I must need remark 

this: Since music is an element in the work of

art. it becomes 80 ita powerful ac-

— from music all that it could 
give, as to passion. These poems rarely rise above 
a certain more or less fettered, — the pathos 
Racine. and, moreover, in the 
places the music ought to go beyond the 
m in expression, the music of Gluck rests often 
far this side of what it could be. Again, the poems 
of the operas of Mozart stir very little the fibres of 
human nature; Donne Anna is an ex which 
is very far from exhausting the material. Spon- 
tini,in his ‘* Vestale “ (second act, scene of Julie), 
and Weber, in Euryanthe * (for example, 
where Halantine learns the secret of Zuryanthe), 
were not able to express the contents of their sub- 
ject except in maki use of this music of the 
chord of the seventh diminution, of which you 
have accused for my part. in see- 
ecessors have done, 
: that music has its limits. 
It is indisputable that we have not yet attained 
either the true nor the beautiful in opera, —1 do 
pot speak from a point of view purely musical; I 
speak of opera taken in its ensemble as a work of 
art. In this sense, and in considering my abilities, 
which I mistrust more than I mistake, I regard my 
present and future works only asso many ersays 
in the possibility of opera. And believe me that 
the power of refiection has more value than you 
attribate to it: the works of art in a period of high 
civilization cannot be produced without reflection. 
The Christian poetry of the Middle Ages, for ex- 
ample, is absolutely inconacien/e; but that epoch 
did not create a work of art perfect and entire 
this glory was reserved for Goethe, for our age of 
all ovjectiveness. It needsa nature richly endowed 
to unite both this force of reficction and 
the immediate ower of creation. It is 
this which makes the rarity of grand 
apparitions in the domain of art. One thing 
which separates me absolutely from you is your 
admiration for Meyerbeer. I tell you frankly that 
I am personally the friend of Meyerbeer, and I 
have all the reasons in the world for esteeming him 
as an affectionate andamiable man. But, observe. 
if 1 assemble all that repele me in the music of 
opera, all internal contradictions, all externa! in- 
compatibilities, shall have my idea of Meyerbeer. 
Nevertheless, I recognize in the music of Meyer- 
beer a great ability for broad action. It is just 
this which stops the noble maturity of art, because 
he succeeds in —. every way vy the nega- 
tion of all inferiority. e who 8 astray in the 
trivial, lessens just so much the higher aspirations 
of his being; he who courts the trivial intentional- 
ly may call himself happy, for he has nothing to 
lose. Adieu, etc. Entirely yours.

Grand Opera-House Scheme, there was a mis- 
understanding which I should be obliged if you 
would correct. At the time of that extraordinar 
combination, the Parepa-Rosa, Wachtel, an 
Stanley opera season, of which Carl Rosa and 
Adolph Neuendorf! were the directors and I the 
manager, I did not clear $122,000, but the gross 
receipts of these memorable eighteen perform- 
ances reached that sum. This amount was, I 
think, the largest ever taken in at any theatre in 
the world, and a handsome profit was cleared. 
Wachtel received one-third of the gross receipts, 
Parepa-Rosa 81.000 a night, Stanley $400, and 
Miss Adelaide Phillips $150, besides the salaries 
of other artistes, an orchestra of sixty performers, 
and a chorus of sixty-two persons. Youre, faith - 
fully, D. DE Vivo. 

Baireuth came very near not being Baireuth. 
Richard Pohl, in the Neue Zeitschrift, relates. 
that, before Wagner had decided to construct 
the theatre at Baireuth, Liszt had obtained 
by some means the consent of the Grand Duke 
of Saxe-Weimar to have the theatre erected on 
the banks of the lim, beside that made illus- 
trious by Goethe and Schiller. From poiitical 
considerations the project was, however, frus- 
trated, and there was no more thought of Wei- 
mar. This occurred in 1856, Several years af- 
terward, Wagner visited Baireuth, and the 


ollered him a piece of land, he decided there to 
construct his theatre. Mr. Pohl also states on 
this subject that, in 1883, Liszt paid a visit to 
Wagner at Basle, where was for the time the 
composer of the Tetralogy. Joachim, the cele- 
brated violinist, who was not then so vehement 
an anti-Wagnerian as he is to-day, accompanied 
Lizst on this visit. Wagner was then working 
on the Gotterdammerung, and made Joachim ac- 
quainted with its principal fragments.

sUNDAY-SCHOOL TEACHERS. 
MEETING AT FARWELL HALL. 

The cold weather had a marked effect on the 
at the Sunday-school teachers’ 
meeting in Farwell Hall yesterday, not above 
half the usual number being present. The Rev. 
Mr. Spencer conducted the musical portion of 
the proceedings, and the leader was Dr. C. R. 
Blackall. The opening prayer was offerei up by 

the Rev. J. D. Burr. 

The lesson was The Gentiles Received,” Acts 
L, 3448. In opening the discussion, Dr. Black- 
all said they had in the chapter a very well de- 
fined sermon, which every one who loved the 
Lord Jesus could preach, for it was full of beau- 
tiful truth. A teacher, to be successful, must 
have his lesson thoroughly in hand, and there 
was no better way of doing that than by 
dividing it into parts, ‘and handling it as 


any other truth to be ht. He 
would give a brief suggestive outline 


of the lesson. They would notice from the 
thirty-fourth to the thirty-fifth verses they had 
the conditions of salvation. The word of testi- 
mony was included in the thirty-sixth to forty- 
third verse. We were taught that Jesus Christ 
came into the world, not to make peace between 
man and man, but between man and God. They 
would notice further, in the thirty-eighth verse, 
that God anointed Jesus. Only one clasg of 
miracles was spoken of, and it would appear 
that Christ came into the world that He might 
east down Satan. In the thirty-ninth verse 
there was a very unfortunate expression, 
“Whom they slew and hung Him on the tree.“ 
Now, the simple meaning oi this was that He 
was slain by being hung on the tree. Two les- 
sons were to be derived from the forty-fourth 
to the forty-sixth verses, which related to the 
descent of the Holy Spirit: First, in regard to 
circumcision, the great truth was taught that it 
was not necessary to go into the Jewish 
Church to become Christians; second, 
that there was no need of external 
ordinances of any kind whatever preceding the 
descent of the Spirit on the human heart. There 
was also another lesson,—that of obedience and

The Rev, Samuel Wyckoff said the first verse 
showed that Peter had a confession to make be- 
fore he could preach to the people. 

Dr. Everts thought the point of greatest im- 
portance was the impartiality of the divine 
promise. In every nation he that feared God 
and worked righteousness was acceptable be- 
forethe Lord. The broad catholicity of the 
Gospel was 1 set forth in the lesson. 

The Rev. S. H. Adams said Peter had not re- 
ceived a new idea, but he couched it in new 
language. It took eight years for Peter to get 
tie truth down into his heart that he who 
lieved in the Lord shall be saved. He made 
that confession, and was then ready to work in 
God’s vineyard with increased vigor. 

Mr. B. F. Jacobs said the lesson showed them 
that Peter had an effective and beautiful text, 
Peace to him by Jesus Christ.“ 

The Rey. Mr. Spencer suggested that they 
should obtain encouragement from the fact 
brought out in the lesson that acceptance and 
anointing were without respect to persons. 

Several other brothers threw out further sug- 
gestions which were acceptably received by tne 
sudience. One said that atonement always had 
God for its object, Christ offered Himself as a 
1 for our sins and God was satisfied.

A WONDERFUL LIFE-STORY. 
T the Editor af The Tribune. 

Hitisgporo, III., Nov. 25.—The following 
from the London Telegraph will serve as an in- 
troduction to a brief narrative of the conversion 
ot a still more hardened and apparently hope- 
less case: 

It is never too late to mend, the most power- 
fal of living novelists told us long ago; still, it 
would be desirable to know the opinion which Mr. 
Charies Reade might entertain as to the feasibility 
of reclaiming the astoundingly hardened offender 
whose yy! has been given by the Medical 
Officer of the Dublin Military Prison in his recently- 
— report to Col. Du Cane, the Inspector- 

neral. The real name of the military Incorrigi- 
ble at Dublin has been mercifully concealed under 
the regimental number 1,936; but we learn that 
ere he entered the army he had beena sailor. He 
seems to have enlisted at the age of 20, and to 

_ have had about five years’ service. He deserted in 
March, 1874, making away with his necessaries, 
and being tried and convicted, was sentenced to 112 
days’ hard labor in the Military Prison at Cork, 
whence he was discharged with a good character. 
In August of the same year he was convicted of 
making away with articles of his kit, and sentenced 
to forty-two days’ imprisonment and stoppages, ard 
he emerged f jail with a good charac- 
ter.” Prior to his first conviction he had been fre- 
quently in trouble for creating disturbances in the 
Streets, destroying property, and getting drunk in 
camp. Again, in November, 1874, he had forty- 
two days for breaking out of barracks and other- 
Wise misconducting himself. In June, 1875, the 
rrigible was committed tothe Military Prison at 
Dublin under sentence of 168 days hard labor, of 
which 42 were to be passed in solitary confine- 
ment, for breaking out of the camp at the Curragh. 
The days of the man’s good behavior while in jail 
were now gone. He took to barricading himself in 
his cell, tearing up his clothes, and destroying the 
mat and fittings in his dungeon. He wax punished 
by being put on bread and water diet, and by being 
immured in a dark cell: but a week of semi-star- 
vation only reduced him four pounds in weight, and 
* he was in solitary confinement he passed 
most of his time in a sound slumber. On being 
placed, at the expiration of this punishment in 
another cell. he committed exactly the same series 
of offenses, and on this occasion he was flogged, 
receiving twenty-five lashes. It is remarkable 
that the unhappy man, previous to being tied up, 
declared that the scourging would have no deter- 
rent effect, nor did have any. Shortly afterwerd 
he again broke out, and was again flogged. He 
remained rather quiet after this second appli- 
cation of the lash, and eventually he was trans- 
ferred toa civil jail prior to being discharged from 
her Majesty's service as an incorrigible and worth- 
less character. He had certainly earned his title 
to both appellations. At the same time it must be 
remembered that thie desperate ruffian was not & 
thief. Civilian doctors would probably pronounce 
him to be congenitally mad, but we should like to 
know what Mr. Charles Reade thinks of him.

pital, and being placed on short allowance, asked 
the surgeon, a Scotchman, to increase his diet 
he was only receiving one-half und 
of bread per diem with a pint of tea. 
The Doctor, instead of 8 with tue re- 
quest, insulted him, and he up th his fist and 
struck the officer. Being tried by general court 
martial he was sent to the convict prison for six 
years penal servitude. There, through the kind 
attentions of the goodly chaplain and the read- 
ing of sound literature, he was awakened to a 
sense of his guilt. There he was left to reflect 
on his past life. There he cried to God for 
pardonand, after being incarcerated for eighteen 
months, during that time suffering from re- 
morse of conscience and being almost on the 
verge of despair, on the first Sunday of 1864 he was 
converted. Under the tutorship of a celebrated 
divine, who loaned him his own works, he com- 
menced a course of systematic study for the 
ministry, which he continued until release 
from confinement three years after, the sentence 
having, on account of exemplary conduct, been 
commuted to four years and six months. Being 
returned to his regiment, then stationed at 
Sheffield, Yorkshire, he commenced preaching 
Jesus in Mechanics’ Hall to an audience of 2,000 
souls. Finding that he had more calls than he 
could possibly respond to, he, with the kind as- 
sistance of friends, purchased his discharge from 
the army. 

Attending college for a brief period, he finally 
came to this country, and for the past eight 
years has labored faithfully as pastor of some 
very important churches. He organized the 
Presbyterian Mission among the Mormons in 
Utah, and has been instrumental in forming 
four churches; building three church editices; 
holding ten revival meetings, in which at least 
175 souls were led to the Lord, and erecting two 
parsonages. Mr. Bayliss recently resigned a 
very important church, having a membership of 
267, for the purpose of engaging in evangclistic 
service, for which special work he is admirably 
adapted. The editor of the Hillsboro Blade, 
who is an infidel, after abusing Mr. B., says: 

We have met the Rev. Mr. Baylissand find him 
to be a talented gentleman, and have no doubt but 
that he will make his mark in his profession. The 
history of his life and conversion will be repeated 
by request next Sunday afternoon at 3 p. m. in the 
Congregational Church. He gave his experience in 
conversion in such an impressive manner as to 
bring tears from a number of his auditors last Sun- 
day afternoon and Sunday night. 

The gentleman came here highly recommend- 
ed, bearing testimonials from the leading minis- 
isters in the State. He is truly humble, spir- 
itual and earnestly desirous of leading souls to 
Christ. His style is peculiarly original, thought- 
ful and exceedingly pungent.

CHURCH AND THEATRE. 
THEIR TRUE RELATIONS. 

Professor Blackie, of Edinburg, in opening 
his lectures before the Greek class in Edinburg 
University, at the beginning of the last term, 
took occasion to make certain remarks on the 
relations of the Church and theatre, which are 
thus reported in the London Tra- 


The special case of Aristophanes and the Greek 
comedy, with the revel of wanton license which 
characterized it, leads me to saya word or two gen- 
erally on the connection betwixt morality and stage 
plays, or the Church and theatre—a theme on 
which, since the days of the Puritans downward, a 
certain class of clergymen in this country have been 
ever forward to invite public discussion. I will 
commence by statingafact. Last Saturday, from 
a concatenation of causes, which it concerns no 
man to know, I found myself in the singular posi- 
tion of having been twice at the theatre in the same 
day; and on reviewing my conduct at night, accord- 
ing to the pious Pythagorean precept, before I said 
my prayers, I found that I had done nothing of 
which 1 had any cause to repent, but somethin 
rather on which I should look back with thoughtfu 
satisfaction all the days of my life; and when I 
state that the two plays which I witnessed on that 
day were Hamlet“ and The Bells,” in both of 
which the principal parts were sustained by that 
singularly chaste, pure, and finely-feeling trage- 
dian, Mr. Irving, no person, lam convinced, who 
ever witnessed his performances will have the least 
difficulty in comprehending the cause of my satis- 
faction. But whether assisted by the chastely sug- 
gestive action of Mr. Irving or not, what I wish 
to call attention to at present is, that these two 
pieces are both ofa highly moral character anda 

rofoundly religious significance, and they were 
fistened to by large and crowded houses with a 
breathiess attention and a devout sympathy that I 
have seldom seen surpassed in any congregation of 
Christians listening to the most eloquent discourse. 
It is plain, therefore, that the modern stage, of 
whose deterioration and degradation we have heard 
so much, is still, on some occasions at least, and 
in the hands of certain persons, performing nobly 
its proper function—exhibdited so grandly in the 
ancient Greek tragedy—as practically a pulpit from 
which the most profound mora! truths are taught, 
in a manner at once the most paturai, the most at- 
tractive, and the most effective; and unless it can 
be shown that the eagerness with which the people 
ron after such representations as those I have men- 
tioned is altogether exceptive, I really do not sce 
how clergymen or any other persons can be justi- 
fied in condemning wholesale, as they sometimes 
do, the present state and condition of the noblest 
form of intellectual recreation ever invented by 
man. 

And. sofar as my experience goes, I consider 
myself, in justice toa body of men who do not al- 
ways receive, either from the clergy or from the 
general public, such grateful acknowledgment as 
their services deserve—in justice to theatrical art- 
ists, I feel bound to give my evidence that there is 
not the-slighteat reason to believe that the accepta- 
bleness of Hamlet and The Belle” toa the- 
atrical audience, through the impassioned imper- 
sonations of Mr. Irving, is an exceptional phenom- 
enon. I am no great theatre-goer: but whenever I 
did happen—elsewhere, or especially in London— 
to see the piece which has e popular run 
of the season, I did not find that if was a particu- 
larly immoral piece, or an immoral piece at all, but 
sometimes rather a highly moral and evangelical 
piece, as this very play of ‘* The Bells“ and an- 
other called Leah, of which the dramatic mo- 
tive lies in the characteristicelly gospel virtue of 
the forgiveness of injuries. But not only on these 
occasions, but through my whole life, as an occa- 
sional witnesser of theatrical representations, I 
can state with the most solemn assurance that I 
have rarely met with even immoral insinuations in 
popular plays. much less with essentially im- 
moral plots. On the contrary, I have generally 
found the floor of the stage occupied either by 
innoce and amusing pictures of popular man- 
ners, such as fill the pages of Thackeray and that 
great philosopher Mr. Punch{(the true British Aris- 
tophanes), or pathetic stories of human suffering, 
generaliy springing out of human foily or sin, the 
contemplation of which woald scarcely fail to have 
a good moral effect on every eound-hearted spec- 
tator. And 1 wish to say here, from this chair 
publicly, what I have often said privately to dis- 
tinguished members of the clerical profession, that 
I have much oftener felt the gracious tear- drops of 
human sympathy and devout pity drawn from my 
eves by the vivid impersonations of the stage than 
by the most jervent appeals of eloquence ever de- 
livered from a Scottish pulpit. 80 far, therefore, 
as my experience goes,—and I have no reason to 
imagine that lam singular, —that class of persons, 
whether clergy or laymen, who are fond to indulge 
in declamations aguinst the modern stage, are very 
far from being altogether in the right; rather, ac- 
cording to my feeling, so far in the wrong that, if 
I were to use the language which flows with such 
familiar denunciation from their lips, I should con- 
sider myself guilty of a great slander against the 
public and a gross libel against a most respectable 
class of my fellow-citizens, for which, as a Chris- 
tian and a gentleman, I should consider myself 
bound to make an ample apology. 

But there are not afew among the clergy with 
more sense and gentlemanly feeling than those of 
whom I have been speaking, who content them- 
selves with saying that in general there is nothing 
particularly bad or immoral in stage plays—nay, 
that they are generally good im their tendency, at 
least innocent, but that the modern stage, through 
an unhealthy tradition, has become the nucleus 
around which ail moral corruption naturally 
gathers; and they solemnly advise young men (and 
old men, too, I suppose) never to enter a place 
where it is impossible to avoid the contagion of 
bad company. Now, in reference to this charge, 
also. I wish to give my testimony most emphati- 
cally that neither in Edinburgh, nor in London, 
nor in Berlin, nor in Weimar, nor in Vienna, nor 
in Rome, nor in Naples—in all which places, and 
a score of others, I have at different periods of my 
life 1 theatrical Cage eget ny J one 
meet with company in any pec ’ 
either When sitting within the theatre ec when 
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my own respectable domicile, at an hour consider- 
abl before midnight; but I never did meet with 

company in any sense when seated either in 
the pit-rows or the boxes of any theatre in Kurope. 

My opinion, therefore, is tnat, if persons wit- 
nessing # play fall in with bad company who lead 
them to their ruin, the theatre is not to blame for 
this, but their own unregeuerate nature and their 
want of manly self-control, —a defect of character 
which makes them the ready prey, wherever they 
go, of all sorts of carnal seductions, whether in 
the theatre or out of it, or even within the sacred 
four walls of the church. ‘The fact of the matter 
is, gentlemen, that not not only with regard to the 
matter of public amusements generally, the clergy 
of this country have put themselves ina false po- 
sition, and they must wheel right about if they 
mean to do any good. The idea of stamping out 
amusements—and especially such an intellectual 
and morally noble amusement as the theatre—is 
ridiculous. If we are to act on the principle 
that because certain -evile or certain tempta- 

in certain circumstances hang 
skirts of certain amusements, 
we are therefore dospotically to interdict 
such amusements, I cannot see where we are to 
stop. unless by 1 out all enjoyment of 
whatsoever description from the world. The 
clergy, therefore, 4 to understand, if they are 
not prepared to drift back into the moldiness and 
the stupidity of monkish asceticism, that it is their 
duty as ministers ofa reasonable service to con- 
secrate all natural, r entertainments, and 
not to frown on them or madly to attempt their ex- 
tirpation. And I say now, in all seriousness, let 
the clergy, as individuals and collectively asa 
Church, come forward and publicly patronize all 
innocent amusements, especially theatres. Unless 
the God of Nature and the God of the Bible be two 
different deities,—which, I think, Bishop Butler 
proved penny they are not,—then the 
drama is fundamentally from God as much.as the 
sermon, and the stage is a divine institution no 
less than the pulpit. 

If so, the Christian churches are bound either to 
get up & separate sacred drama for themselves, 
after the manner of some well known pieces 
of Metastasio, acted at Vienna during the 
Passion Week, or, what I think in every 
view preferable, to break down boldly at once 
that middie wall of partition that has been 
artificially raised in this country between the pul- 
pit and the stage, and to enter generously into an 
argreement with those most respectable persons 
who preside over dramatic eatertainments in this 
city that they will give their mora] and personal 
support to all stage representations which either 
provide innocent amusement or furnish salutary 
moral stimulant to the people. Such sensible, 
manly, and generous conduct would at once secure 
to them, and to the large section of the public who 
follow them, such an influence with stage man- 
agers and actors as would infallibly extrude from 
the theatre any improper elements with which it 
may accidentally have become associated, But if 
they do not adopt either of these measures for the 
construction of dramatic performances, and con- 
tinue to indulge in those recurrent skits of narrow 
and unreasonavle sacerdotal slang which ever and 
anon disport themselves in our ?resbyterian Church 
Courts, myself and a large number of reasonable 
persons who read our Bibles, and are well inclined 
to the Scottish churches, will take the liberty of 
setting down notat a very high figure either the so- 
cial wisdom, the cultivated intelligence, or the 
moral courage of the local clergy. 


THE HIGH-CHURCH MOVE- 
MENT. 
ITS OBJECT AND MEANING. 

The Rev. F. C. Ewer, of St. Ignatius Church, 
New York City, preached last Sabbath upon the 
„Object and Meaning of the Catholic Move- 
ment, —the “Catholic movement in this 
connection meaning the High Church” or 
Puseyite“ movement within the Protestant 
Episcopal Church. Mr. Ewer said in substance: 

The men of Oxford who started out with Pusey 
did not realize the full scove of their work. The 
Oxford tracts roused the opposition of the Estab- 
lished Church of England; also the contempt of 
Rome, and the coarse opposition of the mob. 
This work, which began in 1833, has shown great 
vitality. It was a resurrection of the work of A. 
D. 30. There comes atime whenthe honest op- 
ponets to such a movement begin to 
ask, What does it mean!“ Is there not 
some one phase that will cover this 
movement? Perhaps this: It means the re- 
affirmation of the doctrine of the Incarnation in its 
integrity, The reapplication of this doctrine to 
church life and the spiritual life of the soul ac- 


counts for every new energy the movement has put. 


forth. It accounts for every brotherhood and sis- 
terhood; for the candles relighted; the translation 
of the writings of the fathers; for chants; for ev- 
ery church that has been restored to primitive 
style; for every early communion; for bannered 
processions; for the chasubles worn; for the new 
spirit of self-sacrifice, and for the care of the 
poor. It accounts for Pusey silenced and Keble 
banished, instead of obtaining preferment or high- 
er university degrees, and for similar persecution 
of me. It accounts for Prentice cut down, and for 
Mahan defending himself against the theological 
professors, and for his words: I will not profane 
your civil courts, for I will not render unto Cæsar 
that whichis Christ's! The Catholic movement 
has gone tothe roots of things. It has been wrong- 
ly asserted that there was little other reason for 
the Divine incarceration save the need of satisfy- 
ing the Jewish law that.demauded a blood atone- 


ment. But the doctrine of justification 
by faith alone is incomplete; it ul- 
terates the doctrine of good works, and 


destroys their merit. Confession and absolution 
become useless with the receivers of that dogma, 
and the care and training of sick souls is superero- 
gation. The spirit becomes all, the body nothing. 
A thousand salutary restraints are removed from 
the bodily senses. Of whatuse is fasting? The 
body has nothing todo with spiritual religion. 
Christ's words, This kind goeth not out but by 
prayer and vie become null and void. In place 
of the worship of the wholé man there is that of 
the soul only; this is cold and gloomy. 

Many — eople suppose our movement is all 
ritualism. This ie a mistake. The incarnation 
of the Son of God means not only the reconstruct- 
ing of the soul, but the rededication of matter to 
God and godly uses. That Chriet was transfigured 
is true, but so were his garments, Ritualism is 
therefore a natural part of our work, and it has 
been patiently insisted upon. We must not relin- 
quishasingle battery or lunette that defends the 
citadel, Therefore the old whitewash has been re- 
moved from the walle and the sombre coloring 
from the altars, and cheerful vestments are worn 
and 41 kneel. 

There is involved also in tne preaching of the 
true doctrine of incarnation the revival of baptism 
as a tremendous supernatural fact. Thence the re- 
vival of all the five lesser sacraments. It brings 
these back from quarterly to daily celebrations. 
Mere preaching does not traiu the nascent, awk- 
ward spiritual life. It knows not how. Great 
saints call the Christian life ‘‘agreat trade to be 
learned, not to be attained by intuition. We must 
not ignore the feastingand other methods of the an- 
cient ascetic and moral theologians. They furnish 
a genuine materia medica for sin-sick souls; they 
bring up the function of the preacher from its 
degradation; they restore the right relation of 
pastor and people so that they become those of 
clerical fatherhood and lay sonship. Of all the 
phenomena of this great revival, not one is erratic 
all grow out of the doctrine of Incarnation. Any 
one by examining the fathers can see that it is a 
real revival of primitive Christianity, that has been 
obscured by Rome and perverted by the sects.

THE CHURCH IN GENERAL. 

Ah For has dedicated his Chinese Mission 
building in Virginia City, Nev. ‘The fact that 
150 converted Chinese were present at the dedi- 
cation services speaks well for the children of 
the Celestial Kingdom. 

Eleven Methodist Protestant Conferences haye 
voted in favor of the convention which will meet 
next vear to consumate the union of the Metho- 
dist and Methodist Protestant Churches. These 
two Churches, originally one, were divided by 
the late War. 

The Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church will hold its anniversary at 
Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 11. Addresses suitable to 
the occasion will be delivered by Bishops Bow- 
man and Wiley, the Rev. I. G. Bidwell, and the 
Rev. Dr. Rust, the Corresponding Secretary of 
the Society. 

During the thirty years that Dr. Storrs has 
served the Church of the @*rims, Brooklyn, 
1,600 persons have united with the Church. 
There are now 800 members, only twenty of 
whom were in the Church when Dr. Storrs took 
charge of it, The contributions for missionary 
and church purposes amount to $300,000. 

The Rev. Drs. W. H. Campbell, T. W. Cham- 
bers, W. R. Duryee, C. D. Hartranft, and R. B. 
Welch have been appointed by the (Dutch) Re- 
formed General Synod to prepare a critical edi- 
tion of the Heidelberg Catechism. The Com- 
m ittee will endeavor to obtain a thoroughly cor- 
rect text, which they will present in English 
dress.

Before day- 
light in the morning be was walking through East 
Broadway, and when near Gouverneur street was 
knocked down by a truck and seriously wounded. 
He was taken to the City Hospital. where he now 
lies slowly recovering. A half dozen newsmen 
have offered to supply his route, and with com- 
mendable kindness have made up a purse to help 
him keep Thanksgiving Day comfortably. 

STORY OF AN UNREPORTED OUTRAGE. 

The papers are inexpressibly shocked by the 
revelations of the incarceration of a delicate 
woman in a madhouse, and her brutal treatment 
there.

ART MATTERS. 
Special Correspondence af The Tribune. 

New York, Nov. 29.—The monumental mean- 
ness has at last been discovered. But before 
you can understand clearly what it is, there 
must be a little preface. John Taylor Johnston 
has been one of the wealthicst as well as one of 
the most public-spirited of New York citizens. 
He was one of the nabobs of New York society, 
and his marble palace on Fifth avenue not only 
represented an enormous fortune, but was 
crowded with evidences of the highest 
taste and refinement. It contained the finest 
collection of pictures in the country, except per- 
haps that of August Belmont, and itsowner was 
a noted patron of the arts. The story of his finan- 
cial ruin is by this time only too well known. Un- 
like most Presidents of bankrupt corporations, he 
stood by his read with his money until he saw his 
own fortune swept away. He held on to 2, 000, 000 
shares of its stock to the very last, and saw it go 
down from 120 to 23 without flinching. He illus- 
trated his own splendid faith in the New Jersey 
Central at the expense of his own wealth, and saw it 
wiped out without a murmur. Under these cir- 
cumstances, there was no lack of public sympathy 
with his misfortune to have grown too well used 
to the men who grow rich by failing, and the rail- 
road Presidents whose fortunes go up as the stock 
of their roads go down, not to appreciate the pluck 
of a man who backs his opinion with his millions, 
and gave up the one with the ether. He retired 
from the Presidency of the road, and retired with 
honor. The newspapers gave him the kindliest 
farewells, and there were many manifestations of 
sympathy. 

Very soon it was announced that his magnificent 
collection of pictures was all to be sold. At the 
saine time that the eee le felt a pang of 
sorrow that this collection, which — been literally 
free and open to the people one day each week, was 
to be scattered, the hope ran round that the pro- 
ceeds would be sufficient to extricate Mr. Johnston 
from some, east, of his embarrassments. Now 
comes in the monumental meanness aforesaid. In 
order to give the public an opportunity to see these 
pictures to advantage, and thus to enable them to 
decide on those which they preferred to buy, it be- 
came 12 to exhibit them for some weeks 
prior to the sale. No place in the city would prob- 
ably ft such acollection except the Academy of 
Design, and the artists who belong to that close 
corporation saw their opportunity. They refused 
Mr. Johnston the use of the Academy, except en 
payment of a rent of $500 a week, besides all ex- 

nses! 

And still prebably the reader unfamiliar with 
New York matters does not full comprehend the 
monumental meanness of the New York artists. 
In the first place, you must know that no man in 
the community has done so much for art in general, 
and these artists in particular, as John Taylor 
Johnston. He has bought more pictures, helped 
more art enterprises, worked harder for art, than 
any other man here not himself an artist. He 
put his hand into his pocket and paid for the Di 
Cesnola collection outright, trusting to the people 
to repay him, and did it because he saw that if he 
did not no other citizen would have sufficient public 
spirit to take the prompt action that was necessary. 
So, too, he paid $40,000 for Turner's ‘*Slave- 
Ship,“ not because his taste dictated the purchase, 

ut because the friends of art in this count 
thonght the opportunity to acquire a renowne 
painting by Turner ought not to be lost, and, as 
usual, called upon Mr. Johnston to furnish the 
money to pay for this installment of art-education; 
and, as usual, he put his hand in his pocket at 
once. Then, too, he was one of the original pro- 
moters of the Academy of Design, if I am not mis- 
taken, and has certainly done a great deal to aid it 
as an association, while’always extending a helping 
hand to the individual artists who compose it. 

But the finishing touch is yet to come, As every 
visitor to the Centennial knows, there has been a 
Centennial Loan Exhibition this summer in the 
Academy of Design and the Metropolitan Museum, 
in order to pay off the debt of the two institutions. 
All the principal collectors in the city contributed 
pictures from their private galleries, and the re- 
sult was a collection of — paintings such as 
had never been seen before in this country, and 
— ty visitors declared had never been 
equaledin Europe. The exhibition was an unex- 
pected success. There were 154,000 paid aamis- 
sions, though more than half the time the exhibi- 
tion ran, the weather was intolerably hot. The 
gross receipts were $51,000, and the sum left for 
distribution, after paying all expenses, nearly 
Sixty percent of this went to the Acad- 
emy of Design, the remainder to the Metropolitan 
Museum. The debt of the former institution, 
under which it had long been suffering, was so 
nearly wiped out that the Academy begins now a 
fresh career of — prizes are to be found - 
ed; schools enlarged, and a new era in art begins 
in New York. 

Now to whom was this great result due? To 
John Taylor Johnston more than to any other man. 
He was the Chairman of the Committee on Man- 
agement of the Exhibition, and made his report 
only last Friday night. There were 580 pictures 
loaned; his name is first on the list with ninety- 
eight. The only one who approaches him is ex- 
Gov. ~—% with eighty-four. The next one be- 
low Gov. Morgan is John H. Sherwood with twen- 
ty-six. Mr. Johnston has given these people time, 
money, help, and advice: largely by his efforts 
their debt has been paid off, Mr. 2 risking 
a hundred supero pictures for five months outside 
ot his own gallery to bring this about, and now 
these artists--if they deserve the name—squeeze a 
rent of $5 a week out of aman who has gone to 
ruin, honestly and bravely, since he began his last 
work in their behalf. It is safe to say that if Mr. 
Johnston had been still a millionaire he would 
have been better treated. As it is. he is compelled 
to charge a small admission fee to cover tne ek 
pense, and the sale of his pictures may possib! be 
somewhat prejudiced in consequence. There has 
been no mention in the newspapers for some reason 
of this disgusting affair, but among those who are 
acquainted with the facts it has aroused great in- 
dignation.
